Marion, O., Jan. 10. — ^la tha In- 
tereat ot national thrift President- 
elect Harding tonight reqabsted of- 

iiriai.s nrraiiKinK for bIs Inaaguratlon 
to abandon ail plana for an Inaugural 
ceremony. 

In a telegram to E. U. McLean, 
chairman of the Inaugural committee 
•at Waahingtoa, Mr. Harding deelared 
he preferred to simply take tka oatk 
«f office, deliver a hHat addiaaa 4*4 
then take up the duties ofhls offlea. 
He said It would make his position a 
very utabappy one it the outlay tor 
«n elaborate inaugural created the 
Impresaion ot astiaragaaoe. 

At the aama tipia tke President- 
elect telagrapkad[ Senator Knox, of 
Pennsylvania, la ekarge ot the con- 
iresslonal end of the plans, suggest- 
ing that tbe proposal to erect stands 
on tbe capltol grounds for the event 
he abandoned. This proposal has been 
the subject ot heated debate in 
Congreaa, with aoma mraibera severe- 
jr objecting to nae of pablie funds tor 
Thieh a purpose. 

Mr. Harding's telegram to Mr. 
McLean follows: 

"I heg reapectfully to suggest to 
your committee the complete aban- 
donment ot all plans tor an inaugural 
eelebrstlOB. 

".Heratotore I have beea very re- 
luctant to express my personal flews 
t(i your committee, because I knew of 
the cherished regard in our national 
capital for this quadrcnial event, and 
tbe ganeroajty ot the cltUens of tbe

— Yeggmen 
with nitroglycerin, modem burglar 
tools and an antomobUe tailed in an 

attempt to rob the Bank ot Colombia 
shortly after midnight thi.s morning, 
where Frank and Jesse James and 
Cole Younger, on horseback and with 
revolvers, staged a successful bold-up 
April S». 187S. after killing R. A. C. 
Martin, easkler. 

The yeggmen took prisoner Pete 
Garvin, rural route mail carrier, as he 
arrived in town just after midnight, 
locking hiia in a Inirk room. The 
burglars bad blown the combination 
knob oft the first vault door and were 
in the vestibule when a crowd of late 
card players, noticing tho guard out- 
side the door, gave the alarm. 

The yeggmen were pursued toward 
Lebanon, at which town the police, 
armed with pump guns, riddled the 
machine with bullets after it had 
failed to stop when ordered. After 
leaving Lebanon all trace ot the bank 
robbers was lost, none ot the sur- 
rounding towns having seen them, al- 
though all were notified. 

Search is Instituted. 

In the belief that one or more ot 
the four or five men in the machina 
were wonndad. the authorities ot Ma- 
rion County are making a search in 
unfrequented districts. 

The bandits were in a Ford touring 
car with the curtains up. When they 
arrived in Columbia ihoy stopped in 
front of the Chri.siian ("hurch.

The three man Urad thirteen shots 
through the curtains and toaneaa, but 
faild to stop the machine. The police, 
however prevented the machine from 
making the turn toward Louisville 
The bandits left over the Short Line 
Uoad Captain Wilson said, but could 
have ant ever to Springfield or could 
have gone to FarryvlUe. Thaae towns 
were notified Inunediately by the Le- 
banon operator, but nothing was seen 
of the machine. Ilaiilstown ofl'lcir- 
lay lu wait until nearly duwu, but 
there was no sign at tha machine.

Protection la For All.
